A. while ago, while reading some back issues of a now defunct but excellent 
Lesbian publication called "The Ladder", I came across a ‘cartoon which 
“nitially struck me as. rather funny. It depicted four or five women walking | 
out of a clothes closet, The caption read:"Lets meet at your place next 
week, Bev...your closets bigger. Upon mulling over its meaning however, the 
reality of the sad message struck me hard, Why are lesbians so closeted? 

A friend of mine coined the word vaulted as more accurate for many lesbians | 
She knows here in Edmonton. Again, WHY?? 7 


Fear seems to rule our lives,a fear that is real and compelling and that 
cannot but curb our efforts or inclinations. to Bz, let alone be ourselves. 
I know for I was A menber of that terrified group a few years ago, and now 
I wonder what I was afraid of.Though I lived with another lesbuan >We were 
very careful to appear as roomates in publics we dared NOT use’ endearing 
words, touch each other, sit in any but a ladylike fashion (whate¥er that 
is),wear slacks or associate publicly with other known’ lesbians (birds: of 
a feather...you know!).If we read an occassional bodk about gays; the book 
was destroyed immediately after we'd read it lest "someone". find “ft and 
suspect our natural beat. Worse still we never, but never utterred ‘the. 
word lesbian and we shunned any conversation- regarding gays for it made tig 
feeel to self-conscious, uncomfortable... and of course would have ~ 
revealed our awesome = secret...and what would they have thought if "they! 
knew? In desperate fear we lived in a twilight world of our own making. 
somewhere between the dull heterosexual way of life and the gayer stle of 
other lesbians who were proud to be just that. Yet, we longed to meet : 
other gays and to socialize with our own péople hidden somewhere in our 


city, 


Where to safely meet other gays? How to approach them? Ah! That was the 
‘puzzeler, We drifted apart, my friend and I and, whereas she is still 
hiding from her own shadow, I luckily met Louanne who pulled, prodded, 
pushed and argued until I dared to venture into the sunlight, Now I am 
happy, delighted and proud to be a lesbian, in love with a world I once 
shunned and feared."There is nothing to fear but fear itself"... now I am
